Reason for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-11,1 3-21 , 37-47, 49-57, 1 00 & 1 01 which are now renumbered as 1 -42 
are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
application is allowable for the reasons set forth on page 37-46 of the Applicant's 
response filed on 12/19/2007 regarding Claim 1 & 37 which are now renumbered as 1 & 
22. 

2.1 As noted therein, the claimed invention as recited in Claim 1 & 37 which are now 
renumbered as 1 & 22 requires inter alia a wireless LAN station that communicate with 
another wireless station in a local area network (LAN), comprising: 

A media access control device, a radio frequency (RF) transceiver, a baseband 
processor (BBP), first Phase Locked Loop (PLL), a crystal oscillator device, a second 
phase locked loop (PLL) which are arranged and processed accordingly as claimed. 

2.2 The closest prior art Chen teaches wireless LAN station communicates with 
another wireless LAN station in a local area network (LAN) comprising active mode and 
low power mode. However Chen does not explicitly teaches wireless LAN station 
comprising 

A media access control device, a radio frequency (RF) transceiver, a baseband 
processor (BBP), first Phase Locked Loop (PLL), a crystal oscillator device, a second 
phase locked loop (PLL) which are arranged and processed accordingly as claimed.

The combination of cited prior arts Chen and Karaoguz do not teach or suggest 
claimed wireless LAN station comprising 

A media access control device, a radio frequency (RF) transceiver, a baseband 
processor (BBP), first Phase Locked Loop (PLL), a crystal oscillator device, a second 
phase locked loop (PLL) which are arranged and processed accordingly as claimed. 

The combination of other cited prior art references do not teach or suggest 
claimed wireless device as stated above.
